Antigone Dies a Noble Death 



Something should be Mid 
a hout a high school which 
displays enough interest in Ihe 

education of its students to cast 
off the shackles of the trivial, 
crowd pleasing fall drama and 
undertake a theatrical endeavor 
which is both culturally enriching 
and enlightening Something 
should he said about the time and 
effort involved in mounting two 
productions Newton South has 
set a trend which should he 
followed by high schools ail over 
the stale The mere concept of a 
Year of The Greek is enough to 
excite any member of the Sew ion 
community 

But here is the dilemma Can't 
we be satisfied with the fact (hat 
South students executed a (.reek 
tragedy. which not only 
encompasses the major aspects ot 
Sophocles's version, but which is 
brought up 10 modern pre World 
W ar Two time through t he 
addition ot even more complex 
r rench concepts ! How many 
students have the opportunity lo 
portray tragic heroes in their 
entire educational career' 
Furthermore, should we subject a 
valuable learning experience, like 
Antigone . to cm tctsm ? It is the 
experience, itself, that matters 
Still, certain basic skills and rules 
that might have been covered 
appeared to have been neglected 

For example, the sfage crew 
members were supposed to be 
learning something about stage 
technique Day after day they 
labored relentlessly over an 
expensive set. which was taken 
directly from the- stage design 
published by Samuel French 
Incorporated, and showed a 
remarkable lack of creatmtv 
Couldn't the students, themselves 
•have come up with a set that

would have su ited Anhoutlh 's 
desired simplicity ' Or. at the very 
least . they might have mod it ied 
the set somewhat so that it would 
have adapted better to the 
awkward Newton South 
auditorium And. little things &lt;ire 
important in stage craft I was 
sitting m (he fourth row and 
couldn't help but notice the 
ragged scaffolding, the unevenness 
of the backdrop, or the unpainted 
leaser that vainly tried to hide 
these "secrets" These little 
secrets, if not kept hidden, detract 
from the audience's ability to 
suspend disbelief 1 hat s part of 
the education too. you know. 

While some might argue that a 
twenty piece symphony orchestra 
was as inappropriate as a live 
minute overture ill a non musical 
production. Bobby Beaser still 
managed 10 mipres&gt; all part ies 
with his abilities as a conductor 
and composer He provided 
se v e ral student musicians of 
varying levels ol proficiency with 
the opportunity to involve 
themselves in an original, modern 
composition His undertaking was 
ambitious til is difficult to 
believe that Boh is sc\enteen years 
old 1 His music fit the mood of 
the play It was well orchestrated

Before we are able to believe 
the tragic e lement of the 
character, we must know the 
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character We mutt understand 
(he character Heaviness Sorrow 
Doom Anxiety Yes. there are all 
elements of Anhoudh's characters 
So they were with Sophoclese's 
characters But the trick of good 
acting is letting these qualities 
emerge for themselves When, for 
exjmple. each line is delivered 
with the same mournful, dramatic 
intensity, the profound messages 
are garbled in tirades of 
melodramatic mush The play is 
profound in itself The characters 
are equally as profound Thus, it 
wasn't really necessary to deliver 
lines as though doom lay in the 
olting of every word Had distinct 
characters heen developed, the 
greatness would have emerged of 
itself, and we might have 
eliminated the element of 
soap-box opera'" from the 
production In other words, we 
know that they're profound, but 
they shouldn't lei on that they 
know (hat they are profound 
Subsequently there was a dearth 
ol characters devoid of human 
identity, and obsessed with their 
own burdens of greatness 

Antigone's greatness emerges in 
her struggle as a young 
child-woman who dares to face 
the world alone We see the 
magnitude of her soul in her very 
convict ion lo defy the power 
which supresses her spirit, the true 
spirii of France; the spirit of her 
I j t her Oedipus, who represents 
t he long lost st ubborn pride of 
pre-World War II France 
Antigone must die. not only 
because Creon, the well meaning 
Herman. must fulfill his 
administrative responsibility, but 
because she is unable to exist in 
an atmosphere where the true 
spirit of France is suppressed The 
pride of Oedipus, the strength of 
France, is seen in Antigone She 
must die a martyr's death to 
exemplify the glory of France and 
"L'orgueille d'Oedipe ' 

I am in strong disagreement 
with those who excuse the Haws 
in South's Antigone by claiming 
that the version was too difficult 
lo perform Ihe play had a 
devastating effect on France as a 
performance, not as a literary 
work. No one expects Catherine 
Cornells and Lawrence Oliviers to 
walk out on stage, and nobody 
judges on that level Still, close 
direction might have made a 
difference between a tedious high 
school performance and a 
well-executed "Newton South" 
production The pacing was as 
ineffectual as the staging Work on

At tunes, the play seemed to be 
more of a dramatic reading than a 
fragment of reality 

It can be argued that the play 

sounded better in French So did 
Ondme The play has two-page 
soliloquys What about 
Shakespeare and (he Greek 
Tragedies'* Should we shy away 
from great dramatic works 
because they are too difficult for 
us** In order to succeed, the work 
required extensive drill in oral 
interpretation There was no 
variety in the voice patterns of the 
actors It required subtle, 
technical advantages Perhaps an 
occassional change in the lighting 
would have made (he chorus's 
speeches more intimate. 

Positively. Beth Rothenberg 
portrayed a complex character 
with intelligence and perception 
Richard Levme's intentional 
underplaying helped to emphasize 
the significance of his words. 

While he sometimes burlesqued 
things to the point of 
ina p propria I eness. Robert Sloane 
cast off the shackles of the 
personaii(y-less, profound figure, 
and managed to convince me (ha( 
he was Anhouilh's detached, 
humbling guard, who'd indeed 
suffer "no skin off his nose'* for 
the actions of the play 

Sue Bruyn. whose part 
included little except a brief 
ensemble scene in the beginning 
of the play, displayed a 
remarkable aptitiude She reacted 
genuinely I believed her natural 
manner, and her inner feelings 
It's amazing what an actress can 
accomplish by knitting in silence 
for five minutes! 

Antigone was produced at 
Newton South 1 think that we 
could have done better Still . the 
experience was educational and 
even inspirational The worth of 
the production can not be 
measured by a harsh review 
coupled with mixed audience 
reaction Every one is a Utde 
richer for having participated, 
whether actively, or passively 
Rest assured that the students of 
Newton South High School are 
still receiving the finest theatrical 
education a public school can 
offer Perhaps we grow more by 
reaching for goals which lay a 
little beyond our reach.

Thursday night glorious 
Newton South produced yet 
another dippy play. Just the thing 
to take Mary-Lou to for that 'big 
night out' before going to the 
malt shop &amp; having 'a few with 
the gang'. If you dressed up in 
your favorite sheepskin jacket, 
shirt, tails or evening cloak like a 
pair of damn fool critics, &amp; went 
out to find an issue, you probably 
ended up as we did, with the 
conclusion that The Warrior's 
Husband was not a good piece of 
drama, but a nice bit of 
entertainment. 

It was no earth-shaking drama; 
no horrid consequences ensue, no 
one gouges out his own eyes, puts 
the zonk on his favorite brother-in- 
law, pulls out any pillars, breaths 
Hellfire or even smells faintly of 
sulphur, but it does provide a 
series of one-liners, situations, &amp; 
an occasional sight gag, serving to 
produce no more than a 
reasonably gleeful evening. 
Generally the actors performed in 
four catagories. Being invited to 
leave town is Kenny Werther, who 
tried to play Homer. His 
"performance" is best left 
unmentioned. Jane Lappin &amp; 
Deborah Cornell might have done 
better if they had stayed home, 
instead of dragging a ten minute 
first act into a one hour sleeping 
pill . Competent but uninspired 
performances were afforded us by 
Amy Burack as Pomposia, Lauren 
Hassel as Hypolyta &amp; Ed Hornsby 
as the Herald. Carefully thought 
out, competent &amp; comic 
performances were given by Sue 
Peck as Antiope, Marc Yanovsky 
as Hercules, Jerry Shrair as 
Thesius, Andy Schulman as 
Archilles &amp; your friend &amp; mine, 
Rick McLellan, who is being given 
a front row seat behind the 
see-through mirror in the Cutler 
House men's room. The Sad Sacks 



gave the show pace &amp; humor, &amp; 
kept the audience laughing, but 
this is nothing new. We have it on 
good authority that Prissy &amp; 
Meryl can make any one laugh, in 
any place, at any time. 

Exceptional work was done by 
the stage crew, the production 
crew &amp; Mr. Chamberlain. They 
tackled two plays where one was 
the usual number, &amp; and have 
made full use of the many very 
talented people who are 
behind-the-scenes at South. This 
show illustrated to us that the 
crew has matured considerably, as 



was indicated by the superb 
lighting, fine makeup &amp; 
magnificient set design. Also, 
would Joseph Singer do something 
wrong-just once-please? Sir, you 
are hereby accused of spoiling us 
hopelessly. 

On balance, this was not meant 
to be a show with any deep 
meaning or portentious 
prediction. So drag your Mary 
Lou down to that 'ole malt shop 
&amp; have one on us, for we are, as 
always,

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The first night I saw Zorba I was 
tremendously moved by the play and the 
message of the story. The second time I 
was, above all, extremely impressed. While 
I don't suggest we pack up the whole cast 
and crew off to Broadway, there was an 
awful lot of talent for one local stage. No, I 
don't agree with some of the parents who 
have insisted that this was better than most 
professional productions. But the songs 
were challenging and they were produced 
with an air of ease. Lines, both funny and 
moving, were tossed off gracefully. 

Zorba was probably the greatest success 
of the Theatre Arts department. In any 
event it was the most co-ordinated, 
professional and moving play presented 
within recent memory. The reason, again, 
stemmed from the total cast involvement 
in the play which made for unusual 
audience involvement. Without pathos and 
without melodrama Zorba made us cry, 
made us think, and made us feel. The 
actual lines in the play were wonderful: 
"Logic," insisted Zorba, "is a woman's 
backside .... You want to know what 
makes a man? What's in his heart-and 
what's in his pants." But beyond the script 
was an intense development of characters. 
When Nikos left Zorba at the end and was 
told "Come, embrace Zorba," the audience 
understood the underlying emotion and 
could not help reacting to it. Such strong 
individual characterization is difficult and 
rare on the amateur stage. Understanding 
the many faces and facets of human 



Another facet of Zorba was the co- 
operative effort of students who were 
willing to work hard for something. 
Apathy? Senior Slump? Maybe Zorba 
has proved that education can take 
place a great deal more easily when 
students are working towards a specific 
goal, and when they are interested in 
their work. 

Zorba played for four nights. The two 
dollar tickets were sold each night to 
"Standing Room Only" crowds. One local 
reporter stated that "scalpers" were selling 
Zorba tickets for five dollars-factual or 
not the statement reflects the interest that 
was extended towards Zorba. But to a large 
extent 1 must congratulate the cast for this 
unprecedented crowd. One left the play 
with a feeling of "let's see it again." It was 
really, unbelievably great. 



The frustration, the tears, the difficulty, 
did they pay off in the end? For the 
audience it was a very definite yes. Because 
we believed in what Zorba said.

1966 when they were the state champion. However, the determined tracksters made a strong come- 
back and were even more impressive in the season finale then they were in the season opener, 
crushing Lynnfield 65-20. At this meet, the Lions captured all but one of the ten events. 

At the All League Meet, the team finished fifth overall with eleven points. Senior Ken Green, 
the Lion's top scorer of the season with 44'/2 points, placed third in the high jump and tied for sec- 
ond in the 45 yard hurdles. Other award winners were Howie Haimes who stumbled to a fourth 
place finish in the 40 yard dash and Mike McKinney who tied for fourth place in the hurdles. The 
relay team, composed of Haimes Roy Linn, Green and Chuck Linda, placed fifth. 

The outstanding trackmen were John Mason and Charlie Horioka in the two mile, Byron Ress 
and Jim Thorne in the mile. Jack Ferreri in the 1000, Chuk Linda and Roy Linn in the 600, Eliot 
Loew and Howie Haimes in the 40 and 300, Ken Green and Mike McKinney in the high jump 
and hurdles, and Charlie Applestein in the shot put. 

Despite the gaps to be left in various events by graduating seniors, Coaches Don Sutherland and 
Jim Blackburn expect the team to continue its upward trend next year.
